Holiday shoppers spent a little 
more this season, according to data 
released Monday, giving merchants 
some reason for cheer. 

The spending bounce means 
retailers managed to avoid a

Profits should 
be healthier, too,

Retail sales rose 3.6 percent from 
Nov. 1 through Dec. 24, compared 
with a 3.2 percent drop in the year- 
ago period, according to figures 
from MasterCard Advisors’ Spend- 
ingPulse, which tracks all forms of 
payment, including cash. 

Last year, the economy was in 
“critical condition,” said Michael 
McNamara, vice president at Mas- 
terCard Advisors’ SpendingPulse.

Security policies face 
sharp criticism after 
foiled airline attack 

Washington 

The Obama administration found 
itself on Sunday not basking in a 
major domestic political victory, as 
it had good reason to expect just 
60 hours earlier, but instead under 
stern criticism accompanied by stiff 
questions about its preparedness 
against airplane terrorists. 

On Fox News Sunday, Michi- 
gan’s Peter Hoekstra, the Republi- 
can’s ranking member on the House 
Intelligence Committee, declared 
that the Obama administration 
ought to be held accountable for 
the near catastrophe aboard North- 
west Airlines Flight 253. Hoek- 
stra asserted that Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab’s presence on the 
flight was part of a troubling pat- 
tern of administration neglect on 
preparedness questions. 

“Connecting the dots here is not 
necessary on this particular case; 
it’s connecting the dots we’ve seen 
over the last years,” Hoekstra said.

“What do we have here? This is an 
international movement of radi- 
calization, all right? The Obama 
Administration came in and said. 
We’re not going to use the word 
terrorist anymore. We’re going to 
call it man-made disasters.’” 

“The threat to the United 
States is real,” Hoekstra said. “I 
think this administration has 
downplayed it.” 

It was just Christmas Eve 


when the Obama administration 
appeared certain to have put a lock 
on the primary nature of politi- 
cal discourse for the next several 
weeks by winning a historic vote 
on health care legislation in the 
Senate. In political time, it already 
feels like long ago. 

From the outset of his 2008 
presidential campaign, Obama has 
tried rebuffing Republicans who’ve 
raised doubts about his foreign pol- 
icy experience and acumen. Flight 
253 seems to have emboldened the 
skeptics, who are already seizing 
the opportunity to charge that he 
is afflicted by misplaced priori- 
ties. The disclosure that the sus- 
pect had earlier been listed in a 
broad terrorism database begged 
the question, critics said, about 
how he could ever have been per- 
mitted to board a plane. 

Hoekstra’s charges were just 
part of a spree of Republican crit- 
icism on the Sunday talk shows 
that included South Carolina sen- 
ator Jim DeMint’s claim that the 
Obama administration was seek- 
ing to “unionize” airport security 
at a cost to Americans’ security.

House Dems signal 
support for Senate’s 
health compromise 

Washington 

Two House Democrats who favor 
a government insurance plan, a 
central element of health care leg- 
islation passed in their chamber, 
acknowledged Sunday it might 
have to be sacrificed as negotia- 
tors work out a final agreement 
with the Senate. 

Rep. James Clyburn of South 
Carolina, the No. 3 Democrat in the 
House and one who had appealed 
to President Obama not to yield on 
the public plan, set out conditions 
for yielding himself 

Asked during rounds on the 
Sunday news shows whether he 
could vote for a final bill that does 
not embrace a public plan, Clyburn 


said: “Yes, sir, I can.” 

Clyburn added: “We want a 
public option to do basically three 
things: Create more choice for 
insurers, create more competition 
for insurance companies, and to 


contain costs. So if we can come 
up with a process by which these 
three things can be done, then Fm 
all for it.” 

While insisting “it’s not dead,” 
Rep. Chris Van Hollen of Maryland 


said he recognizes realities in the 
Senate, where Democrats had to 
scrape up every vote from their side 
even to pass a bill without a gov- 
ernment plan to compete in the pri- 
vate insurance marketplace. 

“Before the House was to give 
up the public option, we would 
want to be persuaded that there 
are other mechanisms in whatever 
bill comes out that will keep down 
premiums,” Van Hollen said. 

Sen. Robert Menendez, D-N.J., 
underscored the divisions Dem- 
ocrats will need to bridge when 
negotiators from the House and 
Senate meet to reconcile the two 
bills. He said there will need to be 
more give on the House side than 
the Senate. 

“If we are going to have a final 
[health care] law, it will look a lot 
more like the Senate version than 
the House version,” Menendez said.

Famed Attorney 
For Malcolm X 
Dies at Age 89

Percy Sutton, the pioneering civil 
rights attorney who represented 
Malcolm X before launching suc- 
cessful careers as 
a political power 
broker and media 
mogul, has died.

The son of a 
slave, Percy Sut- 
ton became a fix- 
ture on 125th 
Street in Harlem after moving to 
New York City following his service 
with the Tuskegee Airmen in World 
War II.

Sutton 
also served as political mentor for 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson’s two presi-

Mousavi’s nephew 
dies in crackdown on 
opposition protesters 

Tehran, Iran 

Security forces opened fire at 
crowds demonstrating against 
the government in the capital on 
Sunday, killing at least five people, 
including the nephew of opposition 
political leader Mir Hossein Mousa- 
vi, witnesses and Web sites linked 
to the opposition said. 

“Ali Mousavi, 32, was shot in 
the heart at the Enghelab square. 
He became a martyr,” the Rah-e 
Sabz Web site reported. 

In the heaviest clashes in 


months, fierce battles erupted 
as tens of thousands of demon- 
strators tried to gather on a main 
Tehran avenue, with people set- 
ting up roadblocks and throwing 
stones at members of special forc- 
es under the command of the Rev- 
olutionary Guard Corps. They in 
turn threw dozens of teargas and 
stun grenades, but failed in push- 
ing back crowds, who shouted slo- 
gans against the government, wit- 
nesses reported. 

Fights were also reported in the 
cities of Isfahan and Najafabad. 

The protests coincided with Ash- 
oura, one of the most intense reli- 
gious holidays for Shiite Muslims. 
The slogans were mainly aimed at 
the top leaders of the Islamic repub-

About a dozen members of the 
Revolutionary Guards fired paint- 
ball bullets, teargas and stun gre- 
nades. When reinforcements 
arrived, they managed to push 
back the hundreds of protesters 
gathered at the crossing.

Shock, Regret in Nigeria 


Friends say man who 
tried to blow up U.S. 
jet didn’t seem radical 

Lagos, Nigeria 

As a member of an upper-crust 
Nigerian family, Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab received the best 
schooling, from the elite British 
International School in West Afri- 
ca to the vaunted University Col- 
lege London. 

But the education he wanted 
was of a different sort: Nigerian 
officials say his interest in extrem- 
ist Islam prompted his father to 
warn U.S. authorities. As Abdul- 
mutallab was being escorted in 
handcuffs off the Detroit-bound 
airliner he attempted to blow up 
on Christmas Day, he told U.S. offi- 


cials that he had sought an extrem- 
ist education at an Islamist hotbed 
in Yemen. 

A portrait emerged Sunday of a 
serious young man who led a priv- 

• ileged life as the 
son of a promi- 
nent banker, but 
became estranged 
from his family as 
an adult. Devoutiy 
religious, he gave 
Abdulmutallab few clues as a boy 

that he would turn 

radical, friends and family said. 

“In all the time I taught him, 
we never had cross words,” said 
Michael Rimmer, a Briton who 
taught history at the British Inter- 
national School in Lome, Togo. 

“At one stage, his nickname was 
‘The Pope,’” Rimmer said from 
London in a telephone interview. 


“In one way it’s totally unsuitable 
because he’s Muslim, but he did 
have this saintly aura.” 

But Abdulmutallab also showed 
signs of inflexibility, Rimmer said. 
In a discussion in 2001, Abdul- 
mutallab was the only one to defend 
the actions of the Taliban in Afghan- 
istan, Rimmer said, adding that he 
had thought the boy was just play- 
ing devil’s advocate. 

Through an official, Abdul- 
mutallab’s father “expressed deep 
shock and regret over his son’s 
actions.” 

His family home sits in the city 
of Funtua, in the heart of Nigeria’s 
Islamic culture. Religion figured 
into the family’s life: His father, 
Alhaji Umar Mutallab, who had a 
successful career in commercial 
banking, also joined the board of an 
Islamic bank, jon gambrell (ap)

The White House vows a sweeping security review after foiled terrorist plot 



Washington 

Investigators piecing together a bra- 
zen attempt to bring down a trans- 
Atlantic airliner said Sunday the 
suspect tucked a small bag holding 
his deadly concoction on his body, 
using an explosive that would have 
been easily detected with the right 
airport equipment. 

His success in smuggling and 
partially igniting the material on 
Friday’s flight to Detroit prompt- 
ed the Obama administration to 
promise a sweeping review of avi- 
ation security. 

Adding to the airborne jitters, a 
second Nigerian man was detained 
Sunday from the same Northwest 
flight to Detroit after he locked 
himself in the plane’s bathroom. 
Officials reported that he was bel- 
ligerent but genuinely sick, and 
that, in an abundance of caution, 
the plane was taken to a remote 
location for screening before pas- 
sengers were let off 

Stiffer boarding measures met 
passengers at gates as authorities 
warned travelers to expect extra 
delays returning home from hol- 
idays. White House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs announced a review 
of air safety on two broad fronts, 
saying the government will inves- 
tigate its systems for placing suspi- 
cious travelers on watch lists and 
for detecting explosives before pas- 
sengers board flights. 

Both lines of defense were 
breached in an improbable series of 
events Christmas Day that spanned 
three continents and culminat- 


ed in a struggle and fire aboard a 
Northwest jet shortly before its safe 
landing in Detroit. Law enforce- 
ment officials believed Nigerian 
Umar Farouk Abdulmutallab, 23, 
tried to ignite a two-part concoc- 
tion of PETN and possibly a gly- 
col-based liquid explosive, setting 
off popping, smoke and some fire 
but no deadly detonation. 

He is charged with attempting 
to destroy an aircraft and placing a 


destructive device in a plane. 

Law enforcement officials say 
Abdulmutallab hid a condom or 
condom-like pouch below his torso 
containing PETN, the primary 
ingredient in detonating cords 
used for industrial explosions. Air- 
port “puffer” machines that blow 
air on a passenger to collect and 
analyze residues would probably 
have detected the powder, as would 
bomb-sniffing dogs or a hands-on 


search using a swab, they said. 

Abdulmutallab had been placed 
on a watch list with more than 
500,000 names in November, but 
not one that denied him passage 
by air into the U.S. Officials said he 
came to the attention of U.S. intel- 
ligence last month when his father, 
a prominent Nigerian banker, 
reported to the American Embassy 
in Nigeria about his son’s increas- 
ingly extremist views. 


Safety Precautions 

The U.S. has instituted three new 
rules for airline travel that will re- 
main in effect until Dec. 30. 

1 U.S.-bound passengers aboard 
international flights must un- 
dergo a “thorough pat-down" at 
boarding gates, focused on the up- 
per legs and torso. All carry-on bag- 
gage must be inspected. 

Passengers must remain 
seated for the final hour before 
landing. During that time, they may 
not have access to their carry-on 
baggage or hold personal items on 
their laps. 

3 While over U.S. airspace, flight 
crews may not make any an- 
nouncements to passengers concern- 
ing the flight path or the airplane’s po- 
sition over cities or landmarks. 


Despite that red flag, Abdul- 
mutallab was not elevated to more 
exclusive — and perhaps manage- 
able — lists of some 18,000 people 
who are designated for additional 
security searches or barred from 
flying altogether. Homeland Secu- 
rity Secretary Janet Napolitano said 
that would have required “specific, 
credible, derogatory information” 
that authorities didn’t have. 

Sen. Mitch McConnell of Ken- 
tucky, said: “It’s amazing to me 
that an individual like this who 
was sending out so many signals 
could end up getting on a plane 
going to the U.S.” (ap)

Your child is in high school. Is it too 
late to start a 529 college savings 
plan? As with retirennent funds, there 
are 529 options for investors of every 
stripe. That nneans that even if your 
child is just a few years away fronn 
college, there could still be reason 
to open an account. If you’re thinking 
about a 529, here’s what to consider. 

Tax and Other Benefits. 

Many states offer financial incentives 
for 529 plan contributions. So you can 
still reap benefits, even if the nnoney 


won’t be in an account for long. Given 
the short tinne horizon, consider fund 
options within the 529 plan that pro- 
tect your contributions. These nnay be 
called “principal protection," ‘’stable 
value" or “guaranteed option" funds. 
The returns nnay not be as high, but 
they’ll still likely beat current CD 
rates. 

Risk of Losses. 

Most states offer fund options de- 
signed to linnit risk based on a child’s 
age. These funds spread assets over 
a nnix of stocks, bonds and short- 
ternn investnnents or nnoney nnarket 
accounts. As the child grows older, 
a larger share of the funds are auto- 
nnatically shifted out of stock and into 
nnore stable investnnents. As with any 


nnutual fund, there are inherent risks 
with 529 plans. So even with age- 
based plans, there’s no guarantee 
you’ll have a set dollar annount by the 
tinne your child is ready for college. Be 
sure you know the specific nnix of the 
plan you’re considering. 

Administrative Fees. 

If your child is already in high school, 
mininnizing adnninistrative fees should 
be a priority. It’s one reason to avoid 
adviser-sold plans, which usually 
charge connnnissions of 5 percent to 
6 percent of the contribution. If you’re 
connfortable picking a plan on your 
own, you can get a direct-sold plan 
fronn the state plan’s Web site or fronn 
the investnnent firnn that handles it.

Four Years Later, Kaine Reflects 



Va. governor has 
mixed emotions as 
term nears its end 

Richmond, Va. 

What Tim Kaine wanted to achieve 
as Virginia’s 70th governor fin- 
ished second to a sometimes vex- 
ing, sometimes triumphant and 
sometimes heartbreaking agenda 
the world forced upon him. 

In the heady weeks before his 
January 2006 inauguration, Kaine 
readied his case for early learning 
programs for every prekindergar- 
ten child in Virginia. He envisioned 
broad reforms to the state’s men- 
tal health care system. 

He explored ways to pump hun- 
dreds of millions of new dollars into 
the state’s moribund highway con- 
struction efforts. 

That was before a student gun- 
man killed 32 classmates and 
professors on a snowy April day 
at Virginia Tech in 2007, plung- 
ing the state deeply into grief and 
Kaine into the role of comforter- 
in- chief. 


That was before the worst eco- 
nomic collapse since the Great 
Depression melted away billions 
in projected state revenue, forc- 
ing layoffs and service cuts that 
now consume Kaine’s final weeks 
in office. 

And it was before he almost 
became Barack Obama’s vice 
president in a campaign that 
made Obama the first black pres-

ident and the first Democrat to 
carry once-Confederate Virginia 
since 1964. 

In the spoils, Obama persuaded 
a reluctant Kaine to moonlight as 
Democratic National Committee 
chairman while serving his final 
year as governor. 

Those developments define 
Kaine’s term, as do two failed 
initiatives to persuade legisla- 
tive Republicans to enact new 
transportation revenues and his 
compromise with those same 
Republicans that effectively 
ended smoking in restaurants 
in a state dependent on tobac- 
co from its colonial founding 
400 years ago. 

“I tell you what made me angry. 
It’s not the people who were just 
voting against it out of the prin- 
ciple that you should never raise 
taxes. It’s the Republican members 
of the House who told me, ‘You 
know, you’re right, we need to do 
it but politically I can’t buck my 
caucus [and] vote the way I think I 
should,”’ Kaine said a wide-rang- 
ing conversation with The Asso-

Meyer Rethinks His Resignation 



Florida coach opts 
to take indefinite 
leave of absence 

College Football 

Florida coach Urban Meyer is tak- 
ing an indefinite leave of absence 
instead of resigning and expects 
to be on the sideline leading the 
Gators when next season opens. 

“I do in my gut believe that will 
happen,” Meyer said Sunday at a 
Sugar Bowl news conference. 

Offensive coordinator Steve 
Addazio will run the team during 
Meyer’s absence, but Meyer will be 
the coach against No. 4 Cincinnati 
on New Year’s Day. “It’s full speed 
ahead,” he said. 

Less than 24 hours after resign- 
ing because of health concerns, 
Meyer changed his mind. He said 
he was offered and encouraged to 
take a leave of absence earlier in 
the week by the university presi- 
dent. Sunday, after conferring with 
athletic director Jeremy Foley and 
his family, he “accepted the offer 
to improve my health.” 

The 45-year-old Meyer said 
being with his players at a “spirit- 
ed practice” Sunday morning per- 
suaded him not to resign. 

“To not try would not be the 
right thing to do,” he said. 

On Saturday night, Meyer 


shocked college football when he 
said he was stepping down after 
five seasons as Gators coach. 

After the Southeastern Con- 
ference championship game three 
weeks ago, Meyer spent several 
hours in a Gainesville, Fla., hos- 
pital because of chest pains. 

Meyer said Sunday he had 
experienced similar problems at 
times this season but had not had 
a heart attack. However, he would 


not elaborate on his physical condi- 
tion. When asked if doctors advised 
him to stop coaching, Meyer again 
declined to answer. 

Foley said when he went to sleep 
Saturday night he did not think 
there was any chance Meyer would 
change his mind. 

“It was a long night for every- 
body in Gator nation,” Foley said. 
“The intent here is to make sure 
Urban goes and deals with the 


Health Concerns 

Last month, Sports Illustrated 
chronicled Florida coach Urban 
Meyer’s coaching career and re- 
ported that he suffered from per- 
sistent headaches caused by a cyst 
that becomes inflamed by stress, 
rage and excitement. Meyer told the 
magazine that since the diagnosis in 
the early 2000s he has tried to stay 
composed during games. And Satur- 
day night. The New York Times said 
Meyer’s initial decision to resign was 
prompted by the hospital trip after 
the SEC game. “There was no heart 
damage,’’ Meyer was quoted as say- 
ing. “But I didn’t want there to be a 
bad day where there were three kids 
sitting around wondering what to 
do next.
